are  lying  in  wait  for  an  opportunity  to  once  again  launch 
an  aggressive  war  provocation  against  the  northern  half 
of  the  peninsula.  The  U.S.  imperialists  are  rallying 
together  the  forces  of  the  Japanese  reactionaries  and  the 
world  imperialists  and  are  concentrating  their  arrows  of 
attack  on  opposing  our  country  and  scheming  to  defame 
our  republic  and  isolate  us  internationally.  The  U.S. 
imperialists  and  the  South  Korean  puppet  clique  are  the 
root  cause  of  all  the  misfortunes  and  sufferings  of  our 
people  and  the  basic  obstacle  blocking  the  advance  of 
our  chuche  revolutionary  cause. 

The  cause  of  sovereignty  of  mankind  in  the  present  era 
also  is  colliding  with  the  severe  challenge  of  the  imperi¬ 
alists,  who  are  trying  to  reverse  the  basic  trend  of  our 
times.  The  imperialists,  in  collusion  with  one  another, 
are  opposing  with  their  combined  strength  the  world 
forces  of  independence  and  maneuvering  more  cun¬ 
ningly  and  viciously  in  order  to  break  up  socialism,  the 
core  force  of  anti-imperialism,  and  strengthen  their 
domination  and  exploitation  over  the  developing  coun¬ 
tries.  The  imperialists  are  noisily  making  a  fuss  about 
“peace”  and  “force  reductions”  while  expanding  mili¬ 
tary  expenditures  and  accelerating  preparations  for  a 
nuclear  war  and  are  unscrupulously  and  boldly  carrying 
out  interventionist  schemes  and  plots  to  overthrow  other 
countries,  behind  the  world  “detente”  and  “dialogue.” 

Under  these  conditions,  only  if  the  party  of  the  working 
class  and  the  people,  who  are  waging  revolution,  think 
and  act  with  the  correct  mental  posture  can  they  cor¬ 
rectly  analyze  and  judge  the  trends  of  the  complicated 
prevailing  situation  and  cope  with  them,  and  vigorously 
press  forward  with  revolution  and  construction  straight 
along  the  road  of  victory  with  no  deviation.

It 
is  a  revolutionary  theory  elucidating  the  most  correct 
way  to  reach  that  goal.  The  lines  and  policies  of  our 
party,  regardless  of  areas  they  cover,  are  all  based  on,  and 
run  through  with,  the  great  chuche  ideology.  Our  party 
defined  its  lines  and  policies  on  its  own,  thoroughly  on 
the  basis  of  the  chuche  ideology,  the  demands  and 
aspirations  of  our  people,  and  realities  in  our  country. 
Therefore,  the  line  and  policy  of  our  party  stands  as  the 
most  revolutionary  and  creative  one  formulated  by  the 
party’s  unique,  independent  opinion  and  conviction  and 
with  its  own  right  mind.

with  no  let-up  can  the  party  ranks’  qualitative  consoli¬ 
dation  be  achieved  and  the  party  itself  strengthened. 

The  party  ideological  life  constitutes  one  of  the  impor¬ 
tant  contents  of  the  party  life  of  party  members. 

The  party  ideological  life  is  the  political  life  in  which 
party  members  work  to  turn  the  spiritual  food — ^which 
they  received  to  maintain  their  political  lives — into  their 
blood  and  flesh.  Only  by  raising  the  levels  of  the  party 
ideological  life  among  party  members  can  they  arm 
themselves  with  the  leader’s  revolutionary  ideology 
more  firmly  and  become  true  communist  revolutionaries 
infinitely  faithful  to  the  party  and  the  leader. 

Cadres  and  party  members  should  more  firmly  arm 
themselves  with  the  revolutionary  ideology  of  the  party 
and  the  leader  through  the  process  of  elevating  the  levels 
of  their  party  organizational  and  ideological  life.  And 
only  by  doing  so  can  they  be  united  with  the  party 
ideologically,  maintain  and  glorify  their  political  lives  as 
party  members.  People  need  food  to  maintain  their 
physical  lives;  likewise,  party  members  need  to  elevate 
the  levels  of  their  party  ideological  life  with  unceasingly 
to  be  able  to  build  the  revolutionary  ideology  of  the  party 
and  the  leader  into  their  blood  and  flesh  and  share  the 
fate  with  the  party. 

If  cadres  and  party  members  should  neglect  or  slight  the 
work  of  elevating  the  level  of  the  party  ideological  life 
even  the  slightest  way,  if  they  should  thus  fail  to  arm 
themselves  firmly  with  the  revolutionary  ideology  of  the 
party  and  the  leader,  they  would  be  unable  to  wage  a 
forceful  struggle  against  any  alien  ideologies,  alien  to  the 
leader’s  revolutionary  ideology,  that  might  make  an 
inroad  upon  them.  In  that  case,  they  could  lose  their 
precious  political  lives  and  seriously  hamper  the 
strengthening  and  development  of  the  party.  Only 


through  the  work  of  elevating  the  level  of  the  party 
ideological  life  will  it  be  possible  to  further  raise  the 
levels  of  the  ideological  consciousness  of  cadres  and 
party  members  who  make  up  the  party  ranks,  and  to 
realize  smoothly  the  ideological  consolidation  of  the 
party  ranks. 

In  order  to  consolidate  the  party  ranks  qualitatively  and 
strengthen  the  party,  it  is  important  to  raise  the  level  of 
the  party  organizational  life  along  with  the  raising  of  the 
level  of  the  party  ideological  life. 

To  have  the  level  elevated  of  the  party  organizational  life 
of  cadres  and  party  members  is  a  fundamental  task  in 
consolidating  the  organizational  solidarity  of  the  party 
ranks  and  strengthening  the  party. 

The  party  organizational  life  is  political  activity  in  which 
party  members,  belonging  to  the  party  organization, 
fulfill  the  party-assigned  revolutionary  duty  under  the 
guidance  and  control  of  the  organization.  Party  mem¬ 
bers,  through  the  struggle  to  raise  the  level  of  the  party 
organization  life,  should  correctly  understand  how  pre¬ 
cious  the  party  organization  is  and  become  true  revolu¬ 
tionaries  who  superbly  fulfill  the  revolutionary  duty 
assigned  by  the  party  organization.  This  is  the  only  way 
to  consolidate  the  party  ranks  organizationally  and 
thereby  strengthen  the  party  uninterruptedly. 

Party  members,  belonging  to  their  party  organization, 
will  keep  raising  the  level  of  their  organizational  life 
under  the  guidance  and  control  of  the  party  organiza¬ 
tion.  Only  by  doing  so,  they  will  develop  the  correct 
perception  that  the  party  organization  centering  on  the 
leader  is  the  parent  body  of  their  lives,  and  come  to 
strive  to  solidify  their  relationships  with  the  party. 

The  party  is  the  core  force  of  the  masses  of  people  firmly 
united  around  the  leader  organizationally  and  ideologi¬ 
cally.  It  is  the  pivot  of  the  live,  self-dependent  socio¬ 
political  body.  Away  from  the  party,  no  one  can  have 
kindred  ties  with  the  leader  or  live  an  eternal  socio¬ 
political  life.  Therefore,  deserting  the  party  means  pre¬ 
cisely  to  lose  the  political  lives. 

Cadres  and  party  members  would,  through  struggles  to 
elevate  their  level  of  the  party  organizational  life,  recog¬ 
nize  more  deeply  the  preciousness  of  the  party  organiza¬ 
tion  centering  on  the  leader.  Thus,  they  eventually  grow 
to  be  tough,  true  revolutionaries  who  devote  evei^thing 
they  have  to  carrying  out  resolutely  the  revolutionary 
duty  assigned  by  the  party  and  leader. 

This  shows  that  raising  the  level  of  the  party  organiza¬ 
tional  life  makes  it  possible  to  bring  up  cadres  and  party 
members  as  revolutionaries  infinitely  faithful  to  the 
party  and  the  leader  and  thereby  strengthen  the  party 
ranks  with  no  let-up. 

It  indicates  that  to  have  the  levels  elevated  continually  of 
the  party  members’  organizational  and  ideological  life  is 
a  basic  guarantee  for  the  strengthening  and  development 
of  the  whole  party  into  a  powerful,  mighty  party — a  party 
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of  the  wholehearted  ideological  unity  around  the  leader’s 
ideology,  and  of  the  wholehearted  unity  in  action  with 
the  party  ranks  moving  in  one  mind  under  the  leader’s 
unitary  leadership. 

Also,  elevating  the  levels  of  the  party  members’  organi¬ 
zational  and  ideological  life  constantly  constitutes  a 
decisive  guarantee  for  ensuring  the  party’s  militant  func¬ 
tions  and  role  in  every  possible  way. 

It  is  an  important  demand  in  the  construction  of  the 
working-class  party  to  heighten  the  party’s  militant  func¬ 
tions  and  role.  Only  by  constantly  heightening  its  mili¬ 
tant  functions  and  role  can  the  working-class  party  as  the 
general  staff  of  the  revolution  lead  the  revolution  and 
construction  correctly  and  fully  carry  out  the  historic 
mission  and  duty  assigned  to  it. 

The  party’s  militant  functions  and  role  are  determined 
by  the  levels  of  ideological  consciousness  and  aggressive¬ 
ness  of  individual  party  members  and  the  functions  and 
role  of  party  organizations. 

The  party  is  a  united,  organized  force  of  party  members. 
It  is  an  organic  union  of  party  organizations.  Only  when 
each  and  every  party  member  who  makes  up  the  party 
fulfills  in  a  responsible  manner  his  or  her  duty  and  role 
as  the  vanguard  fighter  of  the  working  class  and  the 
masses  of  people,  and  when  all  the  party  organizations 
carry  out  their  functions  and  role  satisfactorily  as  the 
highest  guiding  organ  in  their  respective  branches  and 
units,  then  the  party  strengthens  and  develops  into  a 
party  with  invincible  combat  strength  and  capable  of 
performing  correctly  the  leadership  role  for  the  revolu¬ 
tion  and  construction. 

In  order  to  heighten  the  party’s  militant  functions  and 
role  in  every  possible  way,  it  is  necessary  to  elevate  the 
levels  of  the  party  members’  organizational  and  ideolog¬ 
ical  life  ceaselessly  by  strengthening  the  party  life  among 
them.  Precisely  in  raising  incessantly  the  leaves  of  the 
party  members’  organizational  and  ideological  life  lies 
the  key  to  successfully  resolving  all  problems  arising  in 
the  strengthening  of  the  party’s  militant  functions  and 
role. 

When  the  levels  of  the  party  members’  organizational 
and  ideological  life  improve,  all  the  party  members  who 
make  up  the  party  become  active  to  implement  decisions 
and  directives  of  the  party  and  assignments  of  party 
organizations,  with  their  spearheading  role  drawing, 
organizing  and  mobilizing  the  broad  masses  into  pow¬ 
erful  struggles  for  the  implementation  of  the  party  lines 
and  policies.  Especially,  the  elevated  levels  of  their 
organizational  and  ideological  life  make  cadres  and 
party  members  accept  the  leader’s  orders  and  directives 
and  the  party’s  guidelines  as  the  loftiest  demands  of  their 
lives  and  carry  them  out  thoroughly  under  any  difficult 
conditions.  This  leads  to  the  solid  realization  of  leader¬ 
ship  for  the  revolution  and  construction. 

When  the  levels  of  the  party  members’  organizational 
and  ideological  life  get  higher  through  the  strengthened 


party  life,  the  functions  and  role  of  party  organizations 
also  consolidate.  As  the  levels  grow  higher,  it  becomes 
possible  to  more  firmly  build  up  the  party  committees  of 
all  levels  with  people  who  are  infinitely  faithful  to  the 
party  and  the  leader  and  are  gifted  with  leadership,  and 
to  heighten  their  responsibility  and  role,  turn  all  party 
organizations  into  militant  organizations  full  of  vitality 
and  ensure  the  successful  fulfillment  of  the  revolutionary 
cause. 

Therefore,  elevating  the  levels  of  the  party  members’ 
organizational  and  ideological  life  constitutes  a  firm 
guarantee  that  ensures  the  party’s  functions  and  role  in 
every  respect  and  the  strengthening  of  the  party. 

Also,  elevating  the  levels  of  the  party  members’  organi¬ 
zational  and  ideological  life  is  an  important  task  in 
strengthening  the  party  in  a  forward-looking  manner  as 
the  helmsman  of  socialist,  communist  society. 

The  party  is  the  helmsman  of  socialist,  communist 
society.  The  party  leadership  is  needed  for  socialist, 
communist  construction  and  it  is  equally  needed  after 
communism  has  been  built. 

The  struggle  of  the  masses  of  people  for  self-reliance 
continues  in  communist  society,  too.  When  a  communist 
society  is  built,  the  independent  stand  and  attitude  of  the 
masses  of  people,  symbolizing  the  emancipation  of 
humanity,  is  fully  realized  in  it;  even  when  that  time 
arrives,  however,  the  independent  demands  of  the 
masses  of  people  continue  to  grow  incessantly.  In  order 
to  satisfy  the  masses’  independent  demands  that  con¬ 
tinue  to  grow  incessantly  in  communist  society,  it  is 
required  to  carry  on  struggles  to  educate  and  indoctri¬ 
nate  people  accordingly,  improve  social  relations  and 
conquer  nature.  These  struggles  can  be  successfully 
waged  only  under  the  political  leadership  of  a  guiding 
force  such  as  a  party.  Especially,  even  if  communism  is 
realized  in  a  country  or  a  region,  threats  of  aggression 
continue  as  long  as  capitalism  and  imperialism  exist  on 
the  earth;  in  this  situation,  only  under  the  leadership  of 
a  political  organization  such  as  a  party  will  it  be  possible 
to  reliably  defend  the  independent  and  creative  life  of 
the  masses  of  people  against  the  imperialists’  aggressive 
maneuvers. 

Inasmuch  as  a  leadership  organization  is  needed  even 
after  communism  has  been  built,  the  demand  arises  as 
the  society  develops  for  strengthening  and  developing 
the  working-class  party  in  a  forward-looking  manner  as 
the  helmsman  of  communist  society. 

Important  in  building  the  working-class  party  in  a  for¬ 
ward-looking  manner  as  the  helmsman  of  socialist,  com¬ 
munist  society  is  to  incessantly  elevate  the  levels  of  the 
party  members’  organizational  and  ideological  life 
through  the  strengthened  party  life.  Only  through  ele¬ 
vating  the  levels  of  the  party  members’  organizational 
and  ideological  life,  all  the  party  members  will  come  to 
possess  the  noble  political,  ideological  features  typical  of 
communist  revolutionaries,  apply  thoroughly  the 
leader’s  party  construction  ideology  and  theory  to  the 
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party  work  and  life,  and  thus  build  the  working-class 
party  unceasingly  into  an  absolutely  perfect  party  of  the 
leader. 

Thus,  the  work  of  elevating  the  levels  of  the  party 
members’  organizational  and  ideological  life  builds  up 
the  party  ranks  firmly,  ensuring  their  militant  functions 
and  role  thoroughly.  Therefore,  it  provides  a  firm  guar¬ 
antee  for  the  strengthening  and  development  of  the  party 
into  an  invincible  revolutionary  party  to  guide  socialist, 
communist  construction. 

In  the  past  period  our  party  has  raised  the  levels  of  the 
party  members’  organizational  and  ideological  life  inces¬ 
santly  as  the  revolutionary  struggle  and  construction 
deepened,  and  by  doing  so,  strengthened  and  developed 
the  party  into  a  strong  and  mighty  revolutionary  force 
with  invincible  strength. 

The  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song,  during  the  entire 
period  from  the  founding  of  the  party  to  date,  saga¬ 
ciously  led  the  work  of  strengthening  the  party  life  of 
party  members  and  elevating  the  levels  of  their  organi¬ 
zational  and  ideological  life,  seeing  it  as  the  key  to  firmly 
building  up  the  party  ranks  organizationally  and  ideo¬ 
logically  and  to  heightening  their  militant  functions  and 
leadership  role. 

The  respected  and  beloved  leader,  defining  the  party  life 
as  the  political  activity  of  the  party  members  to  carry  out 
their  duty  under  the  party  rules,  saw  to  it  that  they  are 
trained  organizationally  and  ideologically  through  the 
process  of  executing  party  assignments  and  receiving 
incessant  indoctrination  and  criticism  from  party  orga¬ 
nizations.  As  a  result,  the  levels  of  the  party  members’ 
organizational  and  ideological  life  rose  and  the  party  was 
strengthened  organizationally  and  ideologically. 

The  dear  Comrade  Kim  Chong-il  led  the  way  sagaciously 
ensuring  that  the  levels  of  the  party  members’  organiza¬ 
tional  and  ideological  life  are  raised  uninterruptedly  in 
accordance  with  the  demands  of  our  developing  revolu¬ 
tion  for  converting  the  whole  society  to  the  chuche 
ideology. 

The  dear  Comrade  Kim  Chong-il,  at  the  times  when  a 
new  turnaround  was  occurring  in  the  development  of  our 
party,  took  the  epochal  measure  of  establishing  the 
revolutionary  party  life  system  to  enhance  the  view  of 
the  organization  among  party  members  and  ensure  that 
the  party  organizational  and  ideological  life — including 
the  study  meeting,  lecture  meeting,  friday  labor  and  the 
party  life  summation-~continues  with  no  let-up  in  accor¬ 
dance  with  the  standards  established  within  the  party.  In 
this  connection,  the  newly  established  party  life  summa¬ 
tion  system  is  of  important  significance  in  elevating  the 
levels  of  the  party  members’  organizational  and  ideolog¬ 
ical  life. 

The  party  life  summation  system  established  by  our 
party  proved  to  be  an  epochal  turning  point  for  party 
members  to  review  their  organizational  and  ideological 


life  before  the  party  organizations  on  a  regular  basis  and 
cultivate  and  train  themselves  ceaselessly  organization¬ 
ally  and  ideologically. 

The  dear  Comrade  Kim  Chong-il  elucidated— in  accor¬ 
dance  with  the  demands  of  our  party  in  the  new  high 
stage  of  development  where  the  chucheization  of  the 
society  has  come  to  the  fore — that  the  party  organization 
is  the  parent  body  of  the  socio-political  lives,  thus 
establishing  the  new  viewpoint  linking  the  preciousness 
of  the  organization  to  the  socio-political  lives.  Not  only 
that  but  also  he  put  forth  the  new  formularization 
defining  the  party  life  as  the  political  life  in  which  party 
members  try  to  fulfill  the  demands  of  their  political  lives. 
By  doing  so,  he  lifted  the  party  life,  organizational  and 
ideological,  of  party  members  to  a  high  level  where  it  is 
for  fulfilling  the  demands  of  their  socio-political  lives. 

Thanks  to  the  sagacious  leadership  of  the  great  leader 
Comrade  Kim  Il-  song  and  the  dear  Comrade  Kim 
Chong-il,  the  levels  of  organizational  and  ideological  life 
of  cadres  and  party  members  have  improved  extraordi¬ 
narily  and  our  party  has  further  strengthened  and  devel¬ 
oped  as  an  invincible  revolutionary  party  forging  ahead 
energetically  with  the  chuche  cause. 

All  the  cadres  and  party  members  now  form  an  ideolog¬ 
ical,  conscientious  entity  armed  firmly  with  the  great 
immortal  chuche  ideology,  the  unitary  ideology  of  our 
party,  breathing  and  acting  in  accordance  with  the 
demands  of  the  chuche  ideology  under  any  difficult 
circumstances.  Regarding  the  party  organization,  with 
the  leader  in  its  center,  as  the  parent  body  of  their  lives, 
they  have  become  one  solidly  organized  body,  closely 
united  around  the  party  and  the  leader.  Thus,  all  the 
cadres  and  party  members  accept  the  lines  and  policies 
set  forth  by  the  party  and  leader  as  the  most  correct  ones 
and  are  thoroughly  implementing  them  to  the  end,  with 
the  uncompromisingly  revolutionary  faith  that  they  will 
live  and  die  solely  for  the  party,  sharing  the  fate  with  it. 

All  the  individual  party  members  are  thus  united  in  one 
mind  with  the  party  organization  with  the  leader  in  its 
center,  both  organizationally  and  ideologically,  forming 
a  live  socio-political  body.  This  precisely  is  the  proud 
face  of  our  party  today.  Our  party  is  thus  further 
strengthening  and  developing  as  the  great  helmsman  to 
move  forward  the  cause  of  converting  the  whole  society 
to  the  chuche  ideology  successfully. 

We  must  continue  to  elevate  the  levels  of  the  party 
members’  organizational  and  ideological  life  in  accor¬ 
dance  with  the  realistic  demands  generated  by  the  work 
of  converting  the  whole  society  to  the  chuche  ideology 
that  has  arrived  at  and  is  intensifying  in  a  new  stage. 

Comrade  Kim  Chong-il,  member  of  the  Standing  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Political  Bureau  of  the  WPK  Central 
Committee  and  secretary  of  the  party  Central  Com¬ 
mittee,  pointed  out: 

“Party  functionaries  must  guide  the  party  life  of  party 
members  in  a  substantive  manner,  ensuring  that  all  the 
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party  members  cherish  the  party  organization  and  fulfill 
faithfully  the  revolutionary  duty  assigned  by  the  party.” 
(“On  Firmly  Establishing  the  Revolutionary  View  of 
Chuche,”  monograph,  p  12) 

Important  in  raising  the  levels  of  the  party  members’ 
organizational  and  ideological  life  is,  first  of  all,  to 
ensure  that  they  participate  in  the  party  life  voluntarily 
and  in  good  faith  with  the  party-oriented  conscience. 

The  party-oriented  conscience  is  the  sublime  social  con¬ 
sciousness  viewing  the  party  organization — the  parent 
body  of  the  socio-political  lives — as  something  more 
valuable  than  one’s  own  physical  life  and  laying  down 
everything  one  has  in  the  interest  of  the  party,  in  the 
interest  of  the  revolution.  Only  by  possessing  the  party- 
oriented  conscience  can  party  members  participate  in 
the  party  life  voluntarily  and  in  good  faith  and  raise  the 
levels  of  the  party  organizational  and  ideological  life 
ceaselessly. 

In  order  for  party  members  to  participate  in  the  party  life 
voluntarily  and  in  good  faith  with  the  party-oriented 
conscience,  they  must  possess  a  correct  view  of  the 
organization. 

The  correct  view  of  the  organization  is  a  basic  factor 
prompting  party  members  to  participate  in  the  party  life 
voluntarily  and  in  good  faith  with  the  party-oriented 
conscience.  Therefore,  party  organizations  and  party 
functionaries  must  see  to  it  that  all  the  party  members 
cherish  the  party  organization  as  the  parent  body  of  their 
lives  and  always  work  and  live  by  relying  on  the  party. 

Another  important  task  in  having  party  members  partic- 
-  ipate  in  the  party  life  voluntarily  with  the  party-oriented 
conscience  is  to  thoroughly  establish  the  ethos  among 
them  of  familiarizing  themselves  with  the  party  rules  and 
the  party  life  standards  and  abide  by  them. 

The  party  rules  and  the  party  life  standards  fully  eluci¬ 
date  the  fundamental  requirements  for  party  members  to 
meet  in  their  party  life.  Therefore,  party  organizations 
must  thoroughly  explain  them  and  bring  them  home  to 
party  members  and  see  that  party  members  abide  by 
them  in  their  party  life.  Cadres  in  particular,  who  make 
up  the  general  staff  of  the  revolution,  should  participate 
in  the  party  life  even  in  a  more  exemplary  manner, 
voluntarily  subjecting  themselves  to  the  guidance  and 
control  of  the  party  organization. 

Next  important  in  raising  the  levels  of  the  party  mem¬ 
bers’  organizational  and  ideological  life  is  to  ensure  that 
the  party  life  is  steered  in  close  conjunction  with  the 
fulfillment  of  the  revolutionary  tasks. 

To  steer  the  party  life  in  close  conjunction  with  the 
fulfillment  of  the  revolutionary  tasks  means  ensuring 


that  the  process  of  party  members  fulfilling  their  revolu¬ 
tionary  tasks  becomes  their  party  life  itself. 

The  party  life  is  the  process  of  fulfilling  the  revolutionary 
tasks  assigned  by  the  party.  The  purpose  of  elevating  the 
levels  of  the  party  members’  organizational  and  ideolog¬ 
ical  life  through  the  strengthened  party  life  is  to  better 
fulfill  the  revolutionary  assignments.  One  cannot  discuss 
the  party  life  apart  from  the  revolutionary  tasks  assigned 
by  the  party  and  the  leader.  Therefore,  the  levels  of  the 
party  members’  organizational  and  ideological  life  also 
have  to  be  demonstrated  through  practical  activities  to 
accomplish  the  assigned  revolutionary  tasks. 

In  order  for  party  organizations  and  functionaries  to 
steer  the  party  life  in  close  conjunction  with  the  fulfill¬ 
ment  of  the  revolutionary  tasks,  they  must  see  to  it  that 
party  members  subjugate  their  party  life  to  the  fulfill¬ 
ment  of  the  revolutionary  tasks  thoroughly  and  whole¬ 
heartedly,  and  that  all  forms  and  methods  of  party 
activity  such  as  party  assignments  and  party  conferences 
are  conducted  in  close  conjunction  with  the  fulfillment 
of  the  revolutionary  tasks.  At  the  same  time,  the  evalu¬ 
ation  of  the  party  life  of  party  members  must  be  con¬ 
ducted  on  the  basis  of  their  performance  in  fulfilling  the 
revolutionary  tasks.  Thus,  all  activities  of  the  party 
members  should  become  a  process  of  always  thinking 
and  practicing  with  the  focus  on  the  revolutionary  tasks 
assigned  by  the  party. 

Also  important  in  raising  the  levels  of  the  party  mem¬ 
bers’  organizational  and  ideological  life  is  to  establish  the 
ethos  of  revolutionary  party  life  among  party  members 
and  thereby  strengthen  their  ideological  struggle. 

The  ideological  struggle  is  a  method  to  raise  the  levels  of 
the  party  members’  organizational  and  ideological  life 
through  revolutionary  indoctrination.  The  purpose  of 
the  ideological  struggle  is  not  to  find  some  comrades’ 
faults,  insult  them  and  make  troubles  but  to  help  them 
correct  their  mistakes  and  be  true  revolutionaries.  There¬ 
fore,  party  organizations  and  functionaries  must  always 
pay  deep  attention  to  the  ideological  struggle,  ensuring 
that  all  the  party  members  participate  in  it  in  good  faith 
with  a  correct  view  and  attitude. 

In  order  to  wage  the  ideological  struggle  vigorously,  it  is 
necessary  to  bring  democracy  into  full  play  while  leading 
party  members  to  have  a  correct  view  and  attitude  about 
it. 

In  work,  there  is  a  difference  between  party  members  of 
different  levels;  in  the  party  life,  however,  there  is  no 
such  thing  as  a  high  or  low  party  member.  Within  the 
party,  everyone  should  criticize  and  be  criticized. 
Although  criticism  of  upper  levels  and  that  of  lower 
levels  are  equally  necessary,  it  is  particularly  important 
to  strengthen  criticisms  from  lower  levels.  Only  by  doing 
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so  will  it  be  possible  to  further  elevate  the  levels  of  the 
party  members’  organizational  and  ideological  life 
through  the  ideological  struggle. 

All  the  party  members  and  functionaries  must  continue 
to  elevate  the  levels  of  the  party  organizational  and 
ideological  life  and,  by  doing  so,  further  strengthen  our 
party  as  an  organized  body  united  in  one  mind.

[Text]  How  to  control  and  manage  the  socialist  economy 
is  a  very  important  question  in  the  attainment  of  the 
revolutionary  cause  of  the  working  class,  the  cause  of 
socialism,  communism.  This  has  something  important 
to  do  with  the  fact  that  the  question  is  closely  related  to 
the  task  of  developing  the  nation’s  productive  forces, 
consolidating  and  developing  the  socialist-type  produc¬ 
tion  relations  and  of  bringing  the  superiority  of  socialist 
system  into  play;  and  that  further  it  has  a  great  impact  on 
socialist,  communist  construction. 

Only  by  correctly  solving  the  question  of  how  to  control 
and  manage  the  socialist  economy  and  meeting  the 
related  demands  satisfactorily  will  it  be  possible  to 
ensure  the  rational  production  relations  and  balance 
between  branches,  and  between  units,  of  the  people’s 
economy  and  increase  the  nation’s  material  wealth  inces¬ 
santly,  demonstrate  dynamically  the  true  superiority  of 
socialist  system  in  many  fields  of  the  overall  socialist 
construction  including  the  economic  construction,  and 
to  attain  the  socialist,  communist  cause  successfully 
without  the  slightest  deviation. 

Under  the  sagacious  leadership  of  the  great  leader  Com¬ 
rade  Kim  Il-song,  our  country  strictly  maintained  the 
collectivist  method  in  its  economic  management  from 
early  on,  giving  a  brilliant  solution  to  the  question  of  the 
economic  control  and  management  under  socialism. 

The  basic  method  of  economic  control  and  management 
consistently  maintained  in  the  socialist  construction  in 
our  country  is  the  collectivist  method. 

Comrade  Kim  Chong-il,  member  of  the  Standing  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Political  Bureau  of  the  WPK  Central 
Committee  and  secretary  of  the  party  Central  Com¬ 
mittee,  pointed  out: 


“The  regular  method  to  control  and  manage  socialist 
system  should  be  the  collectivist  method  through  and 
through.” 

To  control  and  manage  the  economy  by  the  collectivist 
method  means  to  attach  greater  importance  to  the 
demands  and  interests  of  the  state  and  social  collectives 
in  economic  control  and  management  while  ensuring  the 
interests  of  individual  economic  units  and  working 
people,  and  to  solve  all  problems  in  economic  control 
and  management  by  relying  on  the  working  people’s 
revolutionary  fervor  and  their  united  strength.  Only  by 
using  the  collectivist  method  in  controlling  and  man¬ 
aging  the  socialist  economy  can  we  strengthen  the 
socialist  economic  system,  thoroughly  protect  and 
defend  the  intrinsic  demands  of  the  working  class  and 
the  fundamental  interests  of  the  revolution  in  the  eco¬ 
nomic  construction,  and  lay  the  firm  material  and  tech¬ 
nological  foundations  of  socialism,  communism. 

The  collectivist  method  constitutes  the  basic  method  of 
control  and  management  of  the  socialist  economy,  and 
this  has  something  to  do,  first  of  all,  with  the  fact  that  it 
is  a  method  embodying  the  intrinsic  demands  of  the 
socialist  ownership. 

Generally,  the  relations  of  ownership  with  the  means  of 
production  and  the  method  of  economic  control  are 
inseparable  from  each  other.  The  relations  between 
ownership  and  the  means  of  production  has  a  regulatory 
effect  on  economic  control,  while  the  economic  control 
method  exerts  a  great  influence  on  the  consolidation  and 
development  of  the  relations  of  ownership. 

First  of  all,  the  relations  of  ownership  with  the  means  of 
production  for  represent  the  basic  relations  of  the  respec¬ 
tive  social  system,  namely  the  economic  relations,  and  as 
such,  exercise  a  regulatory  influence  on  the  method  of 
economic  control  and  management.  The  owner  of  the 
means  of  production  would  consider  their  own  interests 
in  establishing  systems  and  methods  to  control  and 
manage  those  means.  If  the  owner  of  the  means  of 
production  should  fail  to  define  the  method  to  be  used  to 
control  and  manage  the  means  of  production,  he  or  she 
cannot  be  said  to  be  exercising  the  ownership.  The  type 
of  economic  control  and  method  is  determined  by  the 
form  of  ownership  on  the  means  of  production. 

Meanwhile,  the  method  of  economic  control  and  man¬ 
agement  actively  affects  the  consolidation  and  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  relations  of  ownership.  It  is  because  the 
method  of  economic  control  and  management,  as  a 
means  to  satisfy  the  demands  of  the  respective  relations 
of  ownership,  exert  an  influence  on  the  social  relation¬ 
ships  among  people  in  the  process  of  social  production. 
When  the  method  of  economic  control  conforms  to  the 
existing  relations  between  ownership  and  the  means  of 
production,  it  spurs  the  development  of  that  ownership. 
If  not,  it  generates  change  alien  to  the  existing  relations 
of  ownership. 

Such  close  links  between  the  relations  of  ownership  and 
the  method  of  economic  control  and  management  make

it  imperative  that  we  conduct  the  control  and  manage¬ 
ment  of  the  economy  by  a  method  that  suits  the  nature  of 
the  ownership. 

In  socialist  society,  there  are  two  types  of  ownership  for 
the  means  of  production — the  ownership  by  the  state 
and  all  the  people  and  the  ownership  by  cooperatives. 

The  ownership  by  all  the  people  and  the  ownership  by 
cooperatives  are  collectivist-  and  joint-type  ownerships 
that  are  totally  distinguished  from  the  private  owner¬ 
ships;  they  are  the  type  of  ownership  that  serves  the  will 
and  demands  of  the  working  people  involved  and  the 
interests  of  the  entire  state  and  social  collectives. 

Under  the  socialist  ownership,  it  is  imperative  that  all 
problems  arising  in  production  and  management  are 
solved  in  a  way  that  serves  the  overall  state  interests  and 
the  interests  of  social  collectives.  The  ownership  by  all 
the  people  is  a  collective  ownership  under  which  the 
means  of  production  are  socialized  on  a  scale  embracing 
the  entire  state  and  society,  while  the  ownership  by 
cooperatives,  predominant  in  socialist  rural  areas,  is  a 
collective  ownership  under  which  the  means  of  produc¬ 
tion  are  socialized  within  the  limits  of  the  respective 
cooperative  farms.  Types  of  the  socialist  ownership  for 
the  means  of  production  are  all  commensurate  with  the 
levels  of  ideological  consciousness  of  the  socialist 
working  people  and  their  technological,  cultural  levels; 
under  these  types  of  ownership,  the  state  interests  and 
social  collectives’  demands  are  fully  served.  Therefore, 
the  method  of  control  befitting  the  socialist  economic 
status,  which  is  based  on  the  collective  ownership  of  the 
means  of  production,  should  of  course  be  one  based  on 
the  collectivist  principle. 

If  the  socialist  economy  based  on  the  collective  owner¬ 
ship  should  be  controlled  and  managed  not  by  the 
collectivist  method  but  by  a  method  based  on  individu¬ 
alism,  the  nature  of  the  socialist  ownership  will  gradually 
change  and,  more  seriously,  make  it  impossible  to 
strengthen  the  socialist  system  itself  Generally,  it  can  be 
compared  to  a  substance  and  its  structure.  When  the 
structure  of  a  substance  is  altered,  it,  needless  to  say, 
leads  to  change  in  its  function;  likewise,  if  the  function  of 
a  material  is  altered  by  applying  some  influence,  it  will 
cause  its  structure  to  change  gradually. 

All  this  shows  that  the  socialist  economy,  based  on  the 
socialist-type  ownership  of  the  means  of  production, 
should  necessarily  be  controlled  and  managed  by  the 
collectivist  method,  and  that  the  collectivist  method  is 
the  method  of  economic  control  and  management 
embodying  the  intrinsic  demands  of  the  socialist-type 
ownership,  the  basic  method  of  the  socialist  economic 
control  and  management. 

Also,  that  the  collectivist  method  is  the  basic  method  of 
the  socialist  economic  control  and  management  has 
something  to  do  with  the  fact  that  it  helps  mobilize  the 
revolutionary  fervor  and  creative  strength  of  the  masses 
and  vigorously  accelerates  the  economic  construction. 


Socialist  society  is  a  society  in  which  the  masses  of 
working  people  have  become  the  master  of  the  state 
ruling  power  and  the  means  of  production.  It  is  the  most 
superior  society  where  everything  serves  the  interests  of 
the  masses  of  working  people.  In  socialist  society,  pro¬ 
duction  is  for  improving  the  material  and  cultural  living 
standards  of  the  masses  of  working  people  unceasingly, 
with  the  material  wealth  thus  created  used  to  promote 
their  well-being  in  its  entirety.  In  socialist  society,  there¬ 
fore,  all  the  working  people  have  vital  interests  in  the 
growth  of  production  and  they  come  to  display  their 
revolutionary  fervor  and  initiative  for  economic  devel¬ 
opment. 

In  order  to  accelerate  the  economic  construction  by 
having  the  masses  of  working  people  display  their  revo¬ 
lutionary  fervor  and  creative  positiveness  highly  and 
accelerate  the  economic  construction,  we  must  give 
priority  to  the  work  of  ideological  indoctrination  among 
them  and,  at  the  same  time,  embody  the  right  method  of 
control  and  management  in  economic  management. 

The  superior  method  that  brings  into  full  play  the 
revolutionary  fervor  and  creative  positiveness  of  the 
masses  of  working  people  in  socialist  economic  control 
and  management  is  the  collectivist  method. 

The  individualistic  method  at  work  in  the  petty  propri¬ 
etor  economy  or  the  private  ownership-type  economy  is 
based  on  the  individualistic  outlook  on  life  that  attaches 
the  greatest  importance  to  the  interest  of  individuals; 
consequently,  it  may  spur  the  fervor  of  people  tempo¬ 
rarily  and  within  the  bounds  of  their  own  personal 
interests  but  there  always  are  limits  to  the  fervor  and 
initiative  they  display.  The  individualistic  method  does 
not  suit  the  large-scale  socialist  state-run  or  cooperative 
economy  based  on  the  collective,  social  ownership.  After 
all,  it  cannot  positively  spur  the  revolutionary  fervor  of 
the  working  people  in  the  joint  labor  for  society  and 
collectives. 

If  the  socialist  economy  should  be  controlled  and  man¬ 
aged  by  the  individualistic  method  under  the  pretext  that 
the  method  stimulates  the  will  of  people  for  production, 
it  will  lead  to  revival  of  old  ideologies  among  the  working 
people  such  as  severe  egoism  and  departmentalism,  with 
people  working  only  for  themselves,  pursuing  only  their 
own  pleasures  at  the  cost  of  the  collectives’  interests.  In 
such  a  situation,  it  would  be  impossible  to  control  and 
manage  the  socialist  economy  in  accordance  with  the 
intrinsic  demands  of  the  working  class — the  demands  for 
opposing  individualism  and  egoism  and  fully  realizing 
self-reliance  for  the  entire  masses  of  people — or  to  attain 
the  unity  and  solidarity  of  the  masses  of  people  which  is 
the  source  of  the  invincible  strength  of  socialism.  By  the 
individualistic  method,  it  is  impossible  to  control  and 
manage  the  socialist  economy  in  a  unified  manner  or  to 
have  people  display  their  revolutionary  fervor  as  they 
should,  or  to  successfully  build  a  socialist,  communist 
society  in  which  every  one  lives  a  happy  life. 
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The  collectivist  method  of  control  and  management  is 
based  on  a  higher  level  of  ideological  consciousness  on 
the  part  of  the  masses  of  working  people.  Unlike  the 
individualistic  method,  it  is  based  on  the  collectivist 
outlook  on  life.  It  unifies  the  interests  of  collectives  and 
the  interests  of  individuals  into  one,  giving  priority  to 
the  independent  demands  and  interests  of  the  masses  of 
people.  It  thus  leads  all  the  working  people  to  cooperate 
with  comradeship  for  the  common  goal  and  interests  and 
demonstrate  their  united  strength  in  the  economic  con¬ 
struction.  Originally,  in  socialist  society,  the  individual 
demands  and  interests  are  contained  in  the  collective 
interests;  the  individual  demands  are  satisfied  within  the 
collective  achievements. 

The  collectivist  method  does  not  ignore  the  interests  and 
initiative  of  individual  people;  it  values  the  interests  and 
initiative  of  individual  members  of  society  along  with 
the  interests  of  collectives.  The  collectivist  method  itself 
demands  that  the  independent  stand  and  attitude  and 
the  creativeness  of  all  the  members  of  society  be  brought 
into  fuller  play,  and  that  they  be  given  due  appraisals 
depending  on  how  highly  they  value  the  interests  of  the 
whole  society,  and  how  they  struggle  for  the  sake  of 
collectives. 

In  economic  management,  the  collectivist  method  pro¬ 
vides  those  working  people  who  contributed  more  to 
society  and  collectives  with  due  socio-  political  and 
material  rewards;  it  distributes  to  all  the  working  people 
according  to  their  work,  and  according  to  what  they  have 
earned. 

The  collectivist  method  gives  the  working  people  mate¬ 
rial  as  well  as  socio-political  appraisals,  and  duly  rewards 
them,  on  the  basis  of  how  far  they  unified  their  indi¬ 
vidual  interests  and  the  collective  interests  and  how 
much  they  contributed  to  the  collectives.  Therefore,  the 
collectivist  method  in  economic  management  prompts 
the  working  people  to  show  revolutionary  fervor  and 
initiative  in  their  work  and  display  infinite  devotion  and 
mass  heroism  for  the  sake  of  society  and  collectives. 

That  the  collectivist  method  constitutes  the  basic 
method  in  the  control  and  management  of  the  socialist 
economy  has  also  an  important  connection  with  the  fact 
that  it  is  a  method  to  control  and  manage  the  socialist 
economy  scientifically  and  rationally. 

The  socialist  economy  is  a  large-scale  modern  economy 
that  develops  according  to  plans  and  on  the  basis  of  the 
objective  economic  laws  and  deliberate  use  of  science 
and  technology.  These  characteristics  of  the  socialist 
economy  make  it  imperative  that  its  control  and  man¬ 
agement  be  scientific  and  rational. 

At  work  in  socialist  society  are  economic  laws  reflecting 
the  intrinsic  demands  of  the  socialist  economy  such  as 
the  fundamental  economic  laws  of  socialism;  due  to  the 
transitional  nature  of  socialist  society,  other  economic 
laws  such  as  the  law  of  value  are  also  at  work.  In  the 
economic  management  in  socialist  society,  priority 
should  be  given  to  fulfilling  the  demands  of  the  socialist 


economic  laws  and,  at  the  same  time,  the  law  of  value 
should  be  utilized  as  an  auxiliary  means  of  rationaliza¬ 
tion  in  economic  management.  If  the  socialist  economic 
laws  should  be  ignored,  if  the  commodity  production 
and  the  law  of  value  should  instead  be  regarded  as 
something  with  absolute  validity,  it  could  lead  to  grave 
consequences,  causing  capitalist  elements  to  emerge  and 
eventually  ruin  the  planned  socialist  economy  and  create 
chaos  in  the  overall  economic  life. 

In  the  socialist  economic  control  and  management,  it  is 
also  very  important  to  meet  the  scientific  and  technolog¬ 
ical  demands  of  production.  As  the  economy  grows  in 
scale  and  the  production  and  technological  processes  are 
modernized,  the  linkages  between  production  processes 
and  production  units  become  increasingly  complex. 
Therefore,  only  by  satisfying  the  scientific  and  techno¬ 
logical  demands  of  production  in  keeping  with  these 
developments  can  we  properly  control  and  manage  the 
socialist  economy,  ensuring  the  planned  and  balanced 
developments  of  the  economy  and  solving  various  prob¬ 
lems  in  economic  management  successfully. 

The  collectivist  method  is  the  only  way  to  solve  all  these 
problems  in  the  control  and  management  of  the  socialist 
economy. 

The  socialist  economy,  large  in  scale  and  equipped  with 
modern  technology,  cannot  be  properly  controlled  and 
managed  by  relying  on  the  wisdom  and  will  of  individ¬ 
uals.  By  relying  on  the  wisdom  and  will  of  individuals,  it 
is  impossible  to  correctly  grasp  the  objective  realities  of 
the  socialist  economy,  which  is  large  in  scale  and  com¬ 
plex  in  terms  of  the  linkages  between  units  of  produc¬ 
tion,  or  to  satisfactorily  comply  with  the  economic  laws 
and  the  scientific  and  technological  demands  of  produc¬ 
tion. 

If  the  socialist  economy  should  be  controlled  and  man¬ 
aged  according  to  the  demands  and  will  of  certain 
individuals,  it  is  bound  to  spawn  serious  cases  of  arbi¬ 
trariness,  subjectivism  and  bureaucratism  in  economic 
guidance  and  enterprise  management,  stifling  the  initia¬ 
tive  and  wisdom  of  the  masses  and  democracy,  and 
making  it  impossible  to  establish  proper  measures  to 
ensure  scientific,  rational  economic  management.  If 
individual  arbitrariness,  subjectivism  or  bureaucratism 
is  allowed  in  economic  management,  we  will  be  unable 
to  correctly  utilize  the  objective  economic  laws  or  pro¬ 
vide  scientific,  technological  guidance  for  the  modern 
production  based  on  science  and  technology  because 
under  such  circumstances  it  is  impossible  to  have  the 
aspirations,  demands  and  creative  wisdom  of  the  masses 
properly  reflected  in  management. 

The  collectivist  method — putting  the  demands  and 
interests  of  the  state  and  social  collectives  in  the  fore¬ 
front  and  solving  all  problems  in  economic  management 
by  relying  on  the  strength  and  wisdom  of  the  producer 
masses — is  the  only  scientific  method  of  management 
befitting  the  socialist  economy,  which  is  large  in  scale 
and  based  on  up-to-date  science  and  technology. 
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The  collectivist  method,  complying  with  the  demands  of 
the  basic  socialist  economic  laws,  sets  the  aim  of  the 
enterprise  management  not  in  the  pursuit  of  profits  as  in 
the  case  of  capitalism  but  in  more  satisfactorily  serving 
the  interests  of  the  whole  society  and  the  demands  of  all 
the  people.  And  the  overall  work  of  economic  manage¬ 
ment  is  also  organized  and  conducted  accordingly. 

The  collectivist  method  makes  it  possible  not  only  to 
properly  control  and  manage  the  economy  in  accordance 
with  the  demands  of  the  objective  economic  laws  but 
also  to  satisfy  the  scientific  and  technological  demands 
of  production  by  relying  on  the  strength  and  wisdom  of 
the  producer  masses.  The  producer  masses  are  the  mas¬ 
ters  of  the  socialist  production  and  management;  they 
know  better  than  anyone  else  about  the  actual  state  of 
production  and  ways  to  improve  enterprise  manage¬ 
ment.  The  collectivist  method  precisely  brings  the  broad 
masses  of  working  people,  the  masters  of  production,  to 
participate  in  enterprise  management  extensively,  giving 
full  play  to  their  collective  wisdom  and  creativity.  On 
that  basis,  the  collectivist  method  makes  it  possible  to 
organize  and  coordinate  the  overall  economic  manage¬ 
ment  in  accordance  with  the  objective  economic  laws 
and  the  scientific,  technological  demands  of  production. 

Thus,  the  collectivist  method  works  as  a  mighty  method 
promising  scientific,  rational  control  and  management 
of  the  economy. 

The  collectivist  method  is  indeed  is  a  scientific  method 
of  control  and  management  befitting  the  intrinsic  nature 
of  the  socialist-type  ownership.  It  is  a  method  that  brings 
into  full  play  the  revolutionary  fervor  and  creative 
positiveness  of  the  masses  of  working  people,  who  are  in 
charge  of  the  socialist  construction,  and  makes  it  pos¬ 
sible  for  the  economy  to  be  controlled  and  managed 
scientifically  and  rationally.

The  imperialists,  deni¬ 
grating  economic  as  well  as  political  systems  of  socialist 
countries,  are  ranting  and  raving  as  if  the  socialist 
economy  were  inefficient,  unviable,  and  unable  to 
advance  science,  technology  and  productivity.  Under 
this  condition,  it  is  only  by  defending  resolutely,  and 
holding  on  firmly  to  the  collectivist  method  in  economic 
control  and  management  that  we  can  achieve  an  unin¬ 
terrupted  high  rate  of  speed  in  our  economic  develop¬ 
ments  to  check  and  frustrate  the  vicious  antisocialist 
racket  of  the  imperialists,  demonstrate  the  superiority  of 
the  socialist  economic  system  powerfully  and,  further 
yet,  hasten  the  victory  of  the  socialist,  communist  cause 
to  a  maximum  degree.

All  the  economic  guidance  functionaries  must  thor¬ 
oughly  establish  the  revolutionary  study  ethos;  study  and 
understand  in  depth  the  revolutionary  ideology  of  the 
great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song,  the  lines  and  policies 
of  our  party  embodying  it,  and  party  policies  relating  to 
the  work  in  their  respective  branches;  keep  them 
engraved  on  their  hearts  as  their  revolutionary  faith,  and 
embody  them  brilliantly  in  the  economic  management. 
Especially,  they  must  firmly  defend  and  hold  to  the  our 
party’s  basic  principles  in  the  control  and  management 
of  the  socialist  economy — relating  to  properly  com¬ 
bining  political  guidance  with  economic  guidance,  the 
unified  state  guidance  with  the  initiative  of  each  unit, 
democracy  with  the  unitary  command,  and  political  and 
moral  incentives  with  material  incentives — and  the 
chuche  system  of  economic  management  that  fully 
embodies  those  principles. 
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Also  important  in  holding  on  to  the  collectivist  method 
in  economic  management  is  to  thoroughly  carry  through 
the  Taean  work  system. 

The  Taean  work  system,  embodying  the  revolutionary  mass 
line  of  our  party,  is  the  most  superior  method  in  controlling 
and  managing  the  socialist  economy  the  collectivist  way. 
Thanks  to  the  Taean  work  system,  we  have  always  been  able 
to  control  and  manage  the  people’s  economy  by  the  collec¬ 
tivist  method  without  the  slightest  deviation  or  any  compli¬ 
cations  during  the  entire  period  of  our  socialist  construc¬ 
tion,  successfully  solving  difficult  and  complicated 
problems  arising  in  economic  management  and  vigorously 
accelerating  production  and  construction.  Today,  with  the 
huge  task  of  economic  construction  facing  us  and  with  our

Doing  the  economic  organizational  work  well  constitutes 
an  important  factor  ensuring  that  the  collectivist  method 
is  firmly  adhered  to  in  economic  management  with  no 
interruption. 

The  collectivist  method  could  highly  display  its  strength 
in  the  socialist  economic  construction  in  our  country 
during  the  past  period,  and  this  has  an  important  con¬ 
nection  with  the  fact  that  economic  guidance  function¬ 
aries  did  good  jobs  in  planning  and  coordinating  their 
organizational  work  under  the  sagacious  leadership  of 
the  party  and  the  leader.
